Marsh talked in sums that were 
insignificant along-side those thrt 
have figured in the ‘recent teuil- 
mony of Will H. Hays and othe: 
leaders and go-getters of the Ite- 
publican organization. 

The crowd in the committceroom 
chuckled at the contrast. 

Someone at the press table sum- 
marized Marsh’s testimony inthis 
wise: “No records destroyed, none 
concealed, nobody elected.” To 
which gqnother reporter added: 
“And nobody in jail or under in- 
dictment.” 

No Agreement With Upham. 

Marsh flatly contradicted the tes- 
timony of Irl G. Hipsiey and A. V. 
Leonard, clerks in the office .«f 
Fred W. Upham, late treasurer ‘of 
the Republican National Commit- 
tee, to the effect that Marsh and 
Upham made an agreement to con- 
ceal the contributions to their re- 
spective parties in 1923. 

Marsh said that, while he was 
on friendly terms with Upham, ie 
had nevef had an appointment 
with him, never met him in js 
office and to the best of his recol- 
lection never talked to him on the 
telephone. Their meetings, he 
said, were extremely casual—on the 
street or in a hotel lobby. He said 
that he had never had an agrecec- 
ment with Upham relating to cam- 
paign contributions and never had 
any conversation with him about 
the subject. 

Chairman Nye of the committe 
dent that he accepted his testimony 
at full face value. 

Marsh was treasurer of the Derm- 
ocratic Committee from 1916 to 
January, 1924, but beginning. with 
the 1920 campaign, he said, that 
on account of illness, he was treas- 
urér in name only, the active work 
of collecting funds being carried 
on by others. 

All Contributions on Kecord. 


Marsh declared that all contribu- 
tions made to the Democratic party 
were a matter of record and were 
accessible. He brought with him 
and filed an itemized list of the 
contributions made in 1923—a year 
in which the Democrats, like the 
Republicans, were raising moncy 
to pay off a deficit. 

“Do you recall any unusual con- 
tribution in that year?” asked 
Chairman Nye. “Almost any con- 
tribution, Senator, was unusual.” 

Marsh testified that the net defi- 
cit of the party after the 1920 
campaign was $215.000. The Re- 
publican deficit, according to pre- 
vious testimony. was somewhere 
between $1,206,000 and $1,800,900. 
Harry Sinclair helped to wipe it 
out with a loan of $260,000 in Lib- 
erty bonds, $160,000 of which be- 
came an outright gift. 

At the close of the 1922 cam- 
paign, Marsh said, the Democratic 
deficit still stood about $200,000 
and in January, 1924, it remained 
about the same. 

Former Chairman Hull, supple- 
menting Marsh's statement, read 
figures showing that the party in 
1923 collected about $159,000. of 
which $86,000 came from individ- 
ual $5-subscriptions raised by so- 
caljed victory clubs.

10, in 
which Kovarik said he had served 
drinks to four St. Clair County of- 
ficials, were read in Federal Court 
here today before he was sentenced 
to two years In the Leavenworth 
penitentiary and fingd $1500 for 
a third offense in violation of the 
Volstead act. 

Federal Judge Lindley asked 
him if hig statements to special 
agents of the Intelligence Unit of 


and Kovarik answered “yes.” 
They were submitted by United 
States District Attorney Baker. 

Kovarik’s statement named Sher- 
iff Charles Ahrens, Deputy Sher- 
iffs Gus Meder and Limon Farm- 
er and First Assistant State’s At- 
torney Curt Lindauer, brother of 
State’s Attorney Hilmar Lindauer, 
all of Belleville, as the officials 
who had been served with liquor 
from his roadhouse, known as “Big 
Frank's roadhouse,” at Dutch Hol- 
low, four miles west of Belleville. 

Says Sheriff Was Served. 

Sheriff Ahren’ss and the two dep- 
uties, the statement set forth, vis- 
ited the roadhouse several times 
and had drinks and meals. As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Curt Lin- 
dauer, it added, was served liquor 
in his automobile because he pre- 
ferred not to enter the roadhouse. 

Kovarik served 30 days in the 
Danville jail about six years ago 
for the nonpayment of a $300 fine. 
After getting out of jail, he estab- 
lished “Big Frank’s Dance Hall” 
in Dutch Hollow, and, on Nov. 24, 
1926, again was sentenced in Fed- 
eral Court to four months in the 
Jackson County jail at Murphys- 
boro and fined $500 for trafficking 
in liquor. 

In his statement Kovarik dented 
being permitted outside the jail 
and to return home but said that 
he had been allowed to have an 
electric heater in his cell and do 
his own cooking and that he had 
been given quarters in the wom- 
Federa!] agents. 

The dance hall was mysteriousiy 
burned nearly two years ago, and 
Kovarik has been using his rest- 
dence for a restaurant and saloon. 
This was raided Dec. 14, 1927, by 
Federal Agents.

Through the clever work of a 
woman operative for-the Govern- 
ment, Ruth Bailey of East St. 
Louis was convicted of trafficking

Wileda Y’Barra, was the principal 
witness at the trial, reciting in pre- 
cise English the story of her visits 
in the underworld of Chiéago, 
where she met Ruth Bailey.

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Why Are We Idle? 


Seven Years Ago Some Good Recommendations to Stave Off Unemployment Were 
Made, But Nothing Has Come of Them; Jones Bill for a “Prosperity Reserve” 


Has Interesting Possibilities for Future Unemployment Crises.

HY have the constructive “standard 
W secommenaations” for the prevention 

of unemployment—reinforced ag they 
were by the Presidents unemployment 
conference tn 1921 under the chairman- 
ship of Secretary Hoover—‘“gone unheedeil 
for seven fat years? 

Partly, perRaps, because of these rela- 
tively fat years. Most people will not think 
about unemployment unless an emergency 
exists nd then their attention is centered 
upon emergency relief, not upen construc- 
tive measures of prevention. This negative 
attitude has been nervously encouraged by 
one type of business man and his political 
and editorial echoes, who seem to fear that 
even to mention a possible future depres- 
sion during good times will “hurt business” 
—a psychological twist suggestive of thie 
healthy and prosperous man who refuses

policy of the administration at Washington 
not to admit the existence of anything but 
prosperity.

ployment. Commenting on the exceedingly 
optimistic forecasts issued by prominent 
Government officials, a writer in the New 
York Times Annalist, says: “There 
particular gain in trying te close one’s eyes 
to large and significant business facts, and 
it seems to this writer the part of business 
vrisdom to admit the fact of a present re- 
cession of considerable magnitude and the 
necessity of relying upon something more 
substantial than hope by way of remedy.” 
In 1923 the Nationa] Industrial Confer. 
ence Board—a federation of employers’ as- 
sociations—issued a statement to the public 
deciaring there is no need of unemploy- 
ment insurance legislation in America, Em. 
pioyers, according to this organization, may 
be trusted to make adequate provisions for 
their laid-off employes in their own way— 
“to bear.” ag it said, “the responsibility of 
whatever unemployment measures may be 
adopted, independent of any Federal or 
state jegisiation.” The American Associa- 
tion for Labor Legislation replieq through 
its quarterly Review that it would giadly 
record the progress of voluntary . unem- 
ployment insurance as set up by the 360.000 
individual employers concerned in the 
United States. Now, five years later. an 
independent organization of industrial 
counsellors with an able staff of investi. 
gators, has painstakingly searched the coun- 
try over and has found examples of 12 
manufacturing companies with establish- 
ment funds organized for the primary pur- 
pose of affording unemployment relief. Of 
the dozen, two have abandoned this provi- 
sion and the remaining 16 through their 
voluntary schemes have an aggregate of 
fewer than 12,000 workers eligible to such 
unemployment benefits. Approximately 79 
per cent of the 12.000 are emplored by two

The long-range planning of public works 
—-tn order that the Government may more
